Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

An excision to Bubba's Flying 50 Freak Circus is required to remove material that depicts young men 
involved in a competition which combines drinking alcohol with riding motor cycles. This material 
puts forward a view that this potentially lethal activity is entertaining either to watch or to be 
involved in. There is a danger that impressionable persons may emulate this activity, or at the least, 
trivialise the potential outcome. Such a notion promotes and encourages a criminal act, as well as 
ignoring the consequences of such behaviour on individuals and the wider public good. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entided Bubba's Flying 50 Freak Circus is classified: 

Objectionable. 

The publication contains material that promotes and encourages a view of drinking and driving as 
being a fun thing to do without serious consequences and therefore must be excised. 

Consideration of the publication under the FVPC Act has determined that making this material 
available to an adult audience would merely restrict the material to one of the most at-risk groups 
(18-25 year olds) in regards to serious casualties relating to drinking and driving. Material which 
depicts men drinking alcohol while engaging in competitive motor vehicle riding, even at the low 
level to which it is shown in this DVD, presents this activity as something to be condoned as 
legitimate entertainment and ignores the messages in New Zealand society about the very real risk 
of this behaviour. Material such as this, presented as a form of entertainment and in a format 
designed to promote similar behaviour, is likely to be injurious to the public good at what ever age 
it were made available. It is therefore determined that the material must be excised in order to 
prevent any likely injury that the material may cause to the public good. 

The distributor of the publication advised they will not proceed with making the excision, and 
therefore not distribute the publication in New Zealand. For this reason the publication is 
classified objectionable. 
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
